This is a request to cancel application serial number 10/724,529 since it is a 
duplicate of application number 10/603,500, filed on June 24, 2003. The events occurred as 
follows. On November 26, 2003, the Agent of record had not yet received a return stamped 
postcard indicating that the continuation application filed on June 24, 2003 had been 
received.
